While this ‘Sharia Law’ might 
be welcomed by a majority Muslim population, it would certainly raise 
concern amongst people in most western countries.

state-funded Islamic school 
thanks to £15 million worth of 
funding from the Government. 
The new Islamic Academy in 
Stoneygate will open in September 
2006 on the site of the former Dunlop 
factory in Evington Valley Road. 
The Government grant means that the 
current privately-funded Stoneygate 
Islamic school will become voluntary 
aided, funded by the state but run by 
a faith group. 
Principal Mohammed Mukadam told 
the Leicester Mercury: 
“We have a waiting list of 800 pupils 
and many have had to go out of Leicester 
and some even abroad to get an Islamic 
education. We hope this will help attract 
students back to the city.”

CAMPAIGN by the Muslim 

Council of Britain (MCB) to 
teach British schoolchildren the 
true meaning of Islam has been 
welcomed by the Government as 
a further move towards Britain 
becoming a multi-faith society. 
The innocuous sounding ‘Books for 
Schools’ resource packs are targeted 
at Key Stages 1 and 2 of religious 
education in primary schools and 
provide a detailed introduction into 
the practicalities of the Muslim faith. 
Iqbal Sacranie, secretary-general of 
the MCB, said the packs would help 
understanding by making available 
engaging and child-friendly resources 
on Islam and Muslims. 
As enthusiastic was the then Education 
Secretary, Charles Clarke, who said: 
“This initiative brings us much closer 
towards a multi-faith and multicul- 
tural society.” 
As well as promoting Islam the packs, 
which cost £250 each, will raise funds 
for the Muslim Council as not one of 
the country’s 7,000 Christian primary 
schools would dare to refuse it. 
An email to Freedom from a civil 
servant working for the Schools 
Directorate at the Department of 
Education and Skills summed up the 
feelings of many on this specific 
promotion of a religion. 
“It is all very well Christian schools 
helping to understand Islam, but are 
Islamic schools helping Christianity 
to be understood in the same way? 
The answer, in a word, is ‘No’.”

HERE WAS a huge sigh of 

relief from the majority of 
residents in Clitheroe when the 
local council held out in the face of 
huge pressure and refused to allow 
a mosque to be built in the town. 
The local BNP group distributed 5,000 
leaflets opposing the sale of the land at 
the former council depot in Kirkmoor 
Road to the Islamic Education Trust 
for the building of a mosque. The 
BNP wanted this precious plot of land 
to be used for sheltered accommo- 
dation for the town’s elderly. 
It was the fifth time in six years that plans 
for a mosque in the town have been 


put forward by the Muslim community. 


Other applications involved building 
a mosque behind a terraced house 
in Holden Street used as an Islamic 
Education Centre, which was success- 
fully opposed thanks to a campaign 
by local residents and the BNP. 
British National Party supporters 
also held a demonstration outside 
the Town Hall on the night of the 
meeting, where well over 100 people 
crammed into the public gallery and 
the reception area to watch the debate 
on a television link. 

Sensing strong local feelings on the 
subject of the mosque, councillors on 
Ribble Valley Council’s policy and 
finance committee voted to develop 
the site for sheltered housing. 

The decision outraged Sheraz Arshad, 
of the Medina Islamic Centre. 

“It is a travesty and the council 
should be ashamed for pandering to 
the BNP,” he told local journalists: 
Equally livid with the council’s decision 
was Graham Sowter, the deputy leader 
of the Liberal Democrats, who had 
campaigned hard for the mosque, no 
doubt with a keen eye on the Islamic 


vote for the General Election. 

“This decision is going to damage 
the council’s reputation outside the 
Ribble Valley.” 

An indication that in today’s climate, 
politicians believe that to refuse to give 
an ethnic community exactly what it 
wants reflects badly on a council.

HE SMALL market town of 


Bicester in Oxfordshire is 
bracing itself for an imminent 
influx of asylum seekers after 
the Court of Appeal rejected 
Cherwell District Council’s case 
against the construction of a 
750-bed accommodation centre 
between the outlying villages of 
Arncott and Piddington. 

The argument from local residents, 
that it was madness to place asylum 
seekers in such a massive institution 
in a quiet rural area, was completely 
ignored by the Government. 

Home Office Minister Des Browne 
was apparently oblivious to the 
strength of feeling in Bicester. over 
the camp when he suggested: 


“Local people will want to become 
involved in the operation of the centre 
and have a positive relationship with 
its staff and occupants.” 

But there’s now a new worry that 
is troubling the towns folk, and that 
concerns the size of the camp. 

“Take any detention centre or prison 
in Britain today,” one campaigner 
against the centre told Freedom. 
“We all know that when they are built 
they are supposed to house a certain 
number of detainees, but they almost 
always end up doubling in size. 

“We are told that the Arncott and 
Piddington complex will house 750 
asylum seekers, but if previous 
experience is anything to go by, that 
could end up at 1,500.” 
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THE ASYLUM invasion of Britain 
is showing no sign of stopping 
with the number of new claimants 
arriving on our shores up 13% 
to 10,385 in just twelve weeks to 
September 2004.

N RECENT issues of Freedom

Bon BBC tells us that their long 

running soap Eastenders is the 
gritty saga of life in London’s East 
End, but whereabouts exactly is

Hackney. 

The demographic make up of the 
fictional borough, Walford, is revealed 
by those appearing in the series over 
the last 20 years, with just one-in-five 
characters from the ethnic minorities. 
So to find where Albert Square might 
be we have to look for a working-class 
district in Newham, Tower Hamlets or 
Hackney where 80% of the population 
is white. 

Well, it can’t be in Tower Hamlets 
where in Bethnal Green, Shadwell, 
Spitalfields and Whitechapel the 
native British population is less than 
50%, and it’s the same story in Mile 
End, Stepney and Bromley-by-Bow. 
After searching all of Tower Hamlets’

seventeen wards we discover that 
native Brits are a minority in no fewer 
than 12 of them, and even in Bow 
East, the whitest ward in the borough, 
Brits make up just two thirds of the 
population. 

It’s the same story in Hackney. 
Albert Square cannot be in Dalston, 
Haggerston, Hoxton or Stoke 
Newington because all these areas fail 
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the necessary demographic profile. 
With native Brits a minority in a third 
of Hackney’s wards and well short of 
the required 80% of the population in 
the borough’s whitest ward, there is no 
chance of finding Albert Square here. 
Having ruled out both Tower Hamlets 
and Hackney as possible contenders - 
we are only left with Newham. 

Can Walford be located in the likes 
of Canning Town, East Ham, West 
Ham, Plaistow, or Beckton? 

No, I’m afraid not. Adjusted statistics 
show that Britons are a minority in no 
fewer than 15 of Newham’s 19 wards 


and even in the whitest ward there’s 


still an ethnic population of 40%. 
Maybe we should be asking, not 
‘where is Albert Square?’, but 
‘WHEN is Albert Square’? 
Eastenders started twenty years ago 
when there were still areas of the East 
End that might resemble ‘Walford’ - 
but such areas aren’t there any more.

HE CAMPAIGN to ram the

yRITAIN’S future in science 

and technology is under threat 
as under-funded university science 
departments are forced to close and 
the rising generation is lured away 
from science and other useful but 
demanding subjects to waste their 
time on useless politically correct 
nonsense. 
The Chancellor, Gordon Brown, 
spouts pompously about “establishing 
world leadership in science, education 
and skills”, whilst he and _ his 
government are causing the collapse 
of our science, education and skills. 
The recent closure of the chemistry 
department at Exeter University, 
which led British Nobel Laureate Sir 
Harry Kroto, to return his honorary 
Exeter degree in protest, is only the 
latest episode in the ongoing collapse 
of British science education. In the 
past nine years 28 other university 
chemistry departments have also been 
forced to close due to lack of money. 
The 40 survivors are expected to 


shrink to just six by 2010 and since 
1997, 18 university physics depart- 
ments — nearly a third of the national 
total — have similarly been compelled 
to shut down. Of the 50 left, 16 more 
are under threat. 

Meanwhile the Government, desperate 
to hit its target that half of young 
Britons will get a university degree, no 
matter how silly or useless, is pouring 
funds into economically and socially 
worthless university arts faculties. 
Last year, they cut funding for each 
science student by £124. Whilst raising 
funds for arts departments by 24%. 
In 1996 there were 22,679 chemistry 
students compared with 6,888 media 
studies students. In 2003, there were 
only 19,015 chemistry students, but 
22,600 media studies ones. 

Professor Peter Main, Director of 
Education at the Institute of Physics, 
spelled it out: 

“People are choosing courses that 
are not much use to them or to the 
country. Sciences, engineering and

languages have suffered”. 


Britain now produces 250,000 
university graduates a year, whilst 
India and China churn out two million, 
and unlike most of ours, theirs are not 
dumbed down degrees in silly subjects 
from pretend universities. They are 
rigorous results in real subjects of 
practical use, science, engineering and 
IT, from universities that only take the 
best and brightest of their people. 

The end result will be that Britain, 
which once led the. world in science 
and technology, will be reduced 
to importing Asian scientists and 
technologists to keep our industry 
going. Unless we act now. 

We must fund the training of 
those who serve our nation’s 
future best, otherwise, the future 
of science, technology and the 
civilization they will build will 
move to Asia, and the Decline of 
the West will continue apace. 


ST before the Second World 


War, there were 750,000 miners 

working in Britain’s pits. Wherever 
coal was being mined the place was 
marked by a shaft with its great 
wheels. Over the wheels passed the 
cable carrying the cage - in which 
the miners would descend hundreds 
of feet below the surface to dig out 
the debris of ancient forests. 
The first task for workers on the 
night-shift from midnight to 8am was 
to collect a token which was put 
around the neck for identification in 
case of an accident. Then their vital 
ee mame was collected. 


There would be just time for a last 
smoke before the buzzer sounded that 
would summon them below. 

The 500ft journey would only take 
a few seconds and as they left the 
cage their places would be taken by 
the stone-men who had been blasting 
away the stone so that the miners 
could get at the coal. 
A set - a series of ten 
tubs - carried the men 
to the seams, until the 
roof became too low 
for any further travel. 
The rest of the way 
was covered at a 
crouched walk because 
the whole mine was 
a network of passages 
radiating out from the 
shaft, following the 
seams of coal. 

At the junction of two 
seams the men would 
meet the deputy. He 
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had been there two hours already 
because he was responsible for 
ensuring the proper air supply was 
being received and that there was no 
risk of subsidence. 
Surrounded by steel props which 
supported the roof and crouched into 
a few feet of space, the night-shift 
would get down to the job of drilling 
coal from the face with the aid of their 
‘windy picks’ (pneumatic drills). 
The putter with his pony and tubs was 
the intermediary between the endless 
belt conveyor, which worked right up 
at the face, and the giant hauler which 
dragged the sets of tubs to the shaft 
bottom. 
Coal from the face would travel 90 
yards along the mechanical conveyor 
to be loaded into tubs 
by the putter, before the 
tubs were pulled away 
by his pony. He would 
mark each tub with a 
token so that it could be 
credited to the men who 
had hewed it. 
Each of the tubs held half 
aton of coal and it would 
take eight minutes for 
the coal to come from 
the hewer to the tubs. 
Four tubs at a time were 
pulled by the pony to the 
seailat where the giant hauler could drag 
them to the shaft bottom. 
At bait time, the coal miners would 
eat their simple meal of water and 
bread and jam. No miner ate much 
underground because of the crouching 
position in which he had to work, 
which would cause chronic heartburn 
if ne sone was too full. 
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N A joint press statement issued on December 14th 2004, 
West Yorkshire Police and the Crown Prosecution Service 
gave an update on their enquiry which was launched 
following the broadcast of the BBC programme ‘the Secret 
Agent’ on July 15th. 

The Crown Prosecution Service stated it had worked very closely 
with West Yorkshire Police throughout this investigation and that 
all the ‘evidence’ provided by the BBC had been painstakingly 
reviewed by a team of three lawyers. 

The CPS said that West Yorkshire Police was conducting a 
thorough investigation into all the issues raised in the programme 
and had an incident room staffed by a number of experienced 
detectives, whose enquiries have included trawling through hours 
of video footage. The statement went on: 

“The BBC has supplied the police with over 300 hours of 
film footage recorded during their time undercover. Since the 
broadcast, a team of officers has been working 10 hours a day, 


any criminal offences have been committed and recorded.” 
Unfortunately, West Yorkshire Police’s press office refused to 
divulge the number of officers in ‘the team’ so it is not possible 
to calculate the man-hours spent on sae case, but ‘the team’ hours 
exceed 1,000 police-hours. 

I expect the parents of Ashley Hedger would have been glad to 
have had a tenth of that time spent on finding and prosecuting the 
killers of their sixteen year-old son. 

A year ago, on January 16th, Ashley was stabbed four times by a 
gang of youths who left a ceremonial knife embedded in his skull. 
Men from the local mosque had chased Ashley after wrongly 
identifying him as someone involved in an attempted street 
robbery. They caught up with him in the doorway of a grocer’s 
shop in Plashet Road, Upton Park and left him in a pool of blood 
with a knife, buried up to the hilt, in his head. 
The police and the CPS offered up Amran Siddik, Albab 
Chowdhury, Raju Rahman and Mohammed Alim as the culprits, 
but after a trial at the Old Bailey a jury found three of them ‘Not 
Guilty’ and couldn’t reach a verdict on the fourth, Alim. 
Normally in such a case a defendant would face a retrial, but the 
CPS offered no further evidence against Alim, which meant he 
too was now cleared of the murder. 
So a young life was taken but no one has been held accountable. 
What a strange world we live in where the CPS and police 
can be so cavalier in bringing to justice the killers of Ashley 
Hedger, yet be so painstakingly diligent in searching for racist 
remarks recorded secretly during a television docu-drama.
